Submarine Campaign 

An Admitted Failure 


Nwluetii, I, Ackno*,l#4g«d by Oar 
man Naval (apart 

la line with the British Intimation 
of a growing dissatisfaction in Oer 
many over the diminishing results 
achieved by the Von Tlrpltz sub mar 
Ins Is an article by Captain Persian, 
»• naval expert of the Berliner Tag* 
fclatt published la its issue of August 
10. The article Is more notable since 
Captain Peril us has In the past bee. 
one of tbs most ardent champions and 
praisera of the U boat warfare. 

"It Is to ba recalled," be says 
"that tn tbs beginning of February 
hopes In the submarine warfare rose 
nigh, and it was widely believed that 
just as the British fleet had out off 
our imports from overseas, so ouj 
submarines would have little dlffl 
cully Iq. doing the same to England 
A part of our press, unfortunately. 1 h 
responsible for the exaggerated ex 
areas Iona which the public frequent 
If bitched to the rubmarlne warfare 
on merchant shipping. It was often 
emphasised here tl at with an expert 
estimate of th* submarine weapon 
aad particularly -with consideration 
of the quantity and ao forth, of our 
submarine fighting forces, the result 
and effects of the new method of 
warfare could be gathered only after 
a considerable time. Ever and again 
we counselled pettenej. 

"How necessary this was la shovn 
by the simple fact, which It It today 
considered unwise to conceal, that 
tha result of the activities of our 
submarine In warfare on commerce 
la regarded In wide circles—let us 
Mr—aa very modest. 

"According to an announcement 
by competent authority there were 
sunk up to July 26 by our submarines 
229 British and 300 other hostile 
ships, that la to say about 1.6 amps 
a day tine* February lg. The line 
of the submarine warfare rosulta ran 
In strong curves. There have been 
weeks In which scarcely a single 
enemy ship was torpedoed, other* in 
which one or more doxen ships wer- 
destroyed. Thus- the Reuter Burea’i 
reported that In the week ended Au 3 
uat 4, six British merchant and nlnj 
fishing vessels were sunk by Ger¬ 
man submarines. It was added that 
1.436 ahipa had arrived at the ports 
of the United Kingdom, and departed 
from them. One may regard this 
number as possibly too high, and 
may think that probably they werj 
in many caaes the same ships. But 


it is probably not to be doubted that 
In all events, at least, one thousand 


ship* trafficked with British ports 
in a week. If we consider the e- 
suit* of our submarine activities up 
to now, that la to aay, of these one. 
thousand ships ten were destroy ed¬ 
it la understandable that many a one 
will not declare himself satisfied. 

‘To attack one thousand five hun¬ 
dred vessels which visit English ports 
in a week requires not a small num¬ 
ber of submarines. According to th»i 
Nnutlcus of 1914, we had in May. 
1114. 28 finished submarine* The 
statements of the book are also baaed 
upon official sources. Now It ia pften 
assumed that ‘such a little submar 
tne' can be completed, in the briefest 
time. But e modern high sear sub¬ 
marine la by no means •email.' It dis¬ 
places one thousand tons or more, and 
la thus considerably larger than a tor¬ 
pedo boat. 

Inasmuch aa It represents a col¬ 
lection of the moat subtle miniature 
mechanisms, and in view of the fact 
that everything aboard a submarine 
must be fashioned for the smallest 
Possible apace, it becomes evident 
that the period for building a U »*>et 
cannot be quite aa short aa we might 
wish. There Is no -more complicated 
Instrument of battle than the submar¬ 
ine. and that means alao that Its 
direction and manipulation cannot b 
quickly learned, and that before a 
commander and hts crew are entrunt¬ 
ed to their ooat and before It can be 
reported ready for service, a consld-' 
enable time must elapse. 

"At the beginning of the war our 
submarines laid low a aeries of war¬ 
ships. end*now we hardly hear of 
anything of that sort. We speak at 
I times, of ‘naval heroes of the submar¬ 
ine.' There ia no better school than

Moving the Crops 


Big Crop Will Swell th* Earnings of 
Railways 

After a long period of decreasing 
earnings, broken only occasionally by 
improvement* which were not main¬ 
tained. the Canadian railways are 
Itkply to receive a long hoped for and 
well deserved increase in earning* 
a result of the enormous grain 
crop this year. It Is'estimated that 
In moving the total grain crop of 
more than half a billion bushels the 
three roads will earn between $40,- 
000.000 and $50,000,000, and the af¬ 
fect of this both on the roads them¬ 
selves and on other branches of 
commerce will be very great From 
the wheat crop alone It la calculated 
that a sum of $24,000,000 will be 
earned. 

For a long time the steady drop 
tn railway earnlLga has been a 
cause of some concern Various 
reasons have been attributed for the 
situation, among others being the 
falling off In immigration, the busi¬ 
ness depression and the increased 
competition of one road against an¬ 
other. 

In no one branch of commercial 
activity, however, does the harvest 
so greatly reflect prosperity or the 
reverse as In the Canadian railways. 
These road*, whose western busi¬ 
ness, although being developed and 
Increasing with the growth of the 
country la not of enormous propor¬ 
tions during the entire year, depend 
to a large extent on the harvest.

HUGE SUMS HAVE BEEN SPENT TO 
ATTRACT IMMIGRANTS TO CANADA 

THREE MILLION IMMIGRANTS IN PAST 15 YEARS 


A Booklet Issued by the Minister of the Interior jives some 
Interestin4 Pacts and Figures Concerning the Immifrgtion 
Work Carried on by the Dominion During the Paat 

Canada baa expended thirteen and 
a bail million dollars in in* paat flf- 
teen year* oa immigration work in all 
p-ru of the world and the raault ha* 
bjen a direct Increase In populalto 
by new arrival! ot about three million 
people. This, and a whole lot more 
information concerning Immigration 
work la contained In a very interest¬ 
ing little booklet laaued by the direc¬ 
tion of Hon W. J. Rocbe. minister of 
tbe interior, called ’Immigration 
Facia and Figures." 

Immigration baa been encouraged 
from the British iaiea, the United 
Btatee and certain European coun¬ 
tries. but. ot coursa, at present the 
campaign ia not being carried on in 
Germany, Austria. Finland or Russia. 

Southern Europeans or Asiatics have 
not been wanted at any time. 

There are various ways In which 
the attractions of Canada are set 
forth to the prospective emigrant. 

Regular agencies are established, 
newspaper publicity, distribution of 
pamphlets exhibits of grains and 
other products; and in Great Britain 
exhibition wagons are sent around 
through ihe country districts. In the 
United States exhibits are made at 
the big fairs and expositions. In 
Great Britain and Europe arrange¬ 
ments are made with steamship and 
booking agents, wheteby a bonus ia 
paid for the emigrants which are dl 
rected to thla country. Records in tbe 
pamphlet go back as far as 1817, but 
Jn tha majority of netancea they are 
not complete for all that period, as 
more detailed and accurate informa¬ 
tion regarding new arrivals in tha Do¬ 
minions are constantly being intro¬ 
duced. 

I hiring the past 16 years there was 
a total immigration of 3,060,000. the 
largest number from soy country be 
tngXhose from the British Isles. 1.169.- 
628; with Americans a close second. 

1.068.000. Of the remainder the Aua 
tro-llungprlans. which Include the 
Gallclana. numbered 200,000; Gar- 
mans. 38,000; Italians, 119.000. and 
Russians 97.000 These are the round 
figures. 


Easterners have a pleasing habit 
of tailing tha people west of tha lakes 
that money which Is spent on Immi¬ 
gration ia a direct contribution to tha 
filling up of the west and that wa 
should be correspondingly grateful to 
than for allowing tha money to be 
appropriated. 

A glance at the figures given re¬ 
garding tbe destination of ths hnml 
grants shows that tbe eastern prov 
Incas got about half of tha new arri¬ 
vala./ 

There la one class of Immigrants 
that la directly beneficial In n flnan 
clal way—tha Chinese In head tax 
tha Orientals have paid very large 
amounts particularly in tha four ye era 
following mo. In that year the re¬ 
ceipts were $2,267,000; 1911, 83,041,* 
000; 1113, 13,639.000; 1919, $2,639,000; 
while last year there was only $677,- 
000. This money is collected from 
each Chinaman at the rate of $600 per 
bead. 

While there have been over three 
million people admitted. It must not 
be inferred that all who make appli 
cation are allowed to take up their 
reeldeoce In the Dominion. In the 
paat 12 years there have been 123. 
600 rejections far various reasons, 
ranging from sickness or lack of 
funds. Even after admission has 
been gained there have been during 
the past dosen years over 10,000 
people rejected 

In clafietfyng the occupations of 
the immigrants it is ahown that those 
from the British Isles and others from 
the continent are about equally dlvld 
ed between fanners and general lab¬ 
orers, as there were a little more 
than 600.000 of each. A very great 
majority of tbe Americans who have 
come across are farmers, there being 
almost a half million, while the labor- 
era do not total 200,000. 

There are a great many compart 
sons that can be deduced from tbe 
little booklet, which contains m lot of 
interesting Information for those who 
might be Inclined to give a little study 
to the material from which the future 
Canada la to be constructed.

Canada's Prospects Are Warmly

The London Observer has a lengthy 
article eulogizing the financial position 
M»d prospects of Canada. It says: 
The Canadian harvest news is much 
liked, and is naturally having a mat¬ 
erial lafluence on prices. With a big 
surplus and high prices current owing 
to the Dardanelles being still unforced 
the Dominion should greatly benefit- 
Moreover, it Is distinctly encouraging 
to learn that a considerable impetus 
has been given to general trade, and 
that the volume of orders from coun 
try districts la increasing largsly. 

Tbe immediate result la that Can¬ 
adian Pacific and other Canadian rail¬ 
road seculrties are making headway, 
and business is becoming more pro¬ 
nounced. The Canadian Pacific re¬ 
port gives tlmsly reminler of econo¬ 
mics being practised, and furnishes 
evidence of the confidence of the dl 
rectors in their rood a for the future 
“Owing to crop conditions and ths 
period of enforced economy, severe 
curtailment la unnecessary. The out 
lay has helped to place the Dominion 
In a position to benefit decidedly from 
any inpourtng profits,, whether from 
war munitions, trade or the sale of 
foodstuffs."

last month four of the horses, while 
grazing la a field cloee to the chateau, 
wars attacked by wolves, and. after 
being chased for hours until they were 
nearly dead from fright and exhaus¬ 
tion .two were killed, the others being 
badly mutilated The wolves had 
been driven from the Argoone or the 
Vosges by tbe military operations. It 
Is nearly slit} years since s wolf wsi 
last seen In this part of France, and 
the inhabitants are now so terrified 
that they will not venture out of doors 
after nightfall.''

Better Prices 

For Crops 

Banking and Business Interests 
Should po-cperate With the 
Farmers 

At a meeting held recently in Win¬ 
nipeg at which representatives of the 
farmers organisations of Western 
Canada ware present, the matter of 
prices Ukely to be received for Ihe 
present crop was discussed. It was 
the unanimous opinion of those pres¬ 
ent that a heavy movement on the part 
of the farmers to soil their grain at the 
proaeat time would be almost certali 
to force prices to a lower level and 
that If a mors leisurely method jt mar¬ 
keting were followed by the Armors 
in the disposal of thstr grain a .bettor 
average price all round would }be se¬ 
cured for it 

While It was recognised that the 
matter of giving advice on.the s«411ng 
of grain ia a difficult one, it was 
thought advisable by all preeegt to 
make a public statement advlalng tbe 
farmers of Western Canada, as Car aa j 
possible, to store a portion cff their 1 
grain on their farms, and. In this way, 
spread the marketing of it over the 
next eight or ten months, rather than 
place it in immense quantities upon 
ths market in the next few months 
with ths certainty—aa Car aa ths pres¬ 
ent outlook is concerned—of bringing 
prlcee to a considerably lower level. 

Lake and ocean boat space Is more 
scares than in previous years; rates 
for such spacs are higher than evtr 
before; rates of exchange between 
thla country and Europe are also more 
advene than they have even been and 
undoubtedly the flooding of tbs mar 
ket with grain immediately after 
threshing will mean that these charges 
which ultimately have to- be paid by 
the farmer, will go higher than ever. 

It was thought advisable to publicly 
request the cooperation of the banks 
and business Interests ganerally In tbe 
matter- Their co-operation might taka 
the form of extending the lime for pay¬ 
ment of liabilities' that farmers might 
havs to such banks or business Inter¬ 
ests, rather than to force the farmer* 
to sell their grain at s sacrifice in or¬ 
der to meet liabilities failing due In 
October and November. The banka 
particularly by taking advantage ot 
the powers recently conferred could 
make advances to farmers on the se¬ 
curity of grain on tbe farm. 

If this method of marketing can be 
followed, we feel certain that it will 
result In a greater monetary return for 
the crop to the farmers of Western 
Canada than will otherwise obtain, 
and it seems apparent that such a re¬ 
sult will be a direct benefit to every 
business Interest in the country, and 
at the same time will Insure s steady 
(low of grain sufficient for the neeos 
of the empire. 

More leisurely marketing of our 
grain has always been advocated by 
Lhe leaders of the farmers' organito- 
tlona and ws make this statement at 
the present time for the purpose of dl 
rectlng attention to this very Import¬ 
ant matter at a period when our crop 
is Just beginning to move We believe 
that if fanners follow our suggestion 
in large numbers that the result will 
prove that the scheme la far more 
practical than any other that could be 
suggested to. Insure a fair return for 
the crop.

Facts and Figures of War 

The British Empire Is Now Nearly 
One-third Larger Than Before 
the War 

The populaLon of the world ia var¬ 
iously estimated at between 1,600 and 
1.700 millions, and over 963 millions 
(or more than palf) are now at war, .n 
that they are subjects of, or under 
the protection of, stales'now engaged 
In hostilities. Of this total. 421 mil 
lions, or nearly one half, are subjects 
of King Georg# or undsr British pro¬ 
tection. 

The land surface of the earth (in¬ 
cluding all ths waste places, such as 
the Polar regions) ia estlmateiVat 65, 
500,000 square miles. More than half 
of the world. In thla geographical 
sense, is at war, the territories, col 
ontes sod protectorates of the nations 
concerned totalling ^8.918,000 square 
miles. 

Of the sixty nations usually jiven 
In the list of nations of the world, 
nineteen are at war or directly con¬ 
cerned In it 

The British empire, before the war, 
comprised 11,464,862 square miles, ex 
eluding Egypt, the Soudan and Cyp¬ 
rus, which were technically Turkish. 
The empire has Increased by some 
2.326,000 square miles, or nearly one- 
third. during the first year of tbe war. 
This figure includes the Camerons, 
tbs conquest of which Is no*, yet com¬ 
plete, and 1* a Fronco-british enter¬ 
prise. so that ths territory will prou 
ably bs dlvUed. 

Tbe new territories captured. In¬ 
corporated in the empire, or added to 
our sphere of influence, are Jn square 
miles: 

Egypt. 400.000; Soudan. 084.000; 
Cyprus, 2.600; Arabia. 1,200,000; Oer- 
man Southwest Africa, 323.460; Togo- 
land. 33.700; Cameroone, 191,100; Oer- 
man New Oulnea (including Kaiser 
Wilhelm s Land, tha Bismarck Arcbl- 

C tlago. and the Caroline, Palew, Mar 
one groups of Islands), 100.000; Sam¬ 
oan Archipelago. 1.060. 

Of the Arabian Peotnsuta. the Aden 
Protectorate (about 0,000 square 
miles) belonged to Great Britain. Tur¬ 
key owned about 430.000 square miles, 
and ths remainder comprises hugs de 
Berts, sparsely Inhabited by normal 
tribes- It has a total population of 
soma 4.870.000.

Gigantic Game 

Russian Retreat and tha Delayed 
t Western Drive 

From the time that ths Russian ra- 
trait became s dtfinite and establish 
ed fact, with its duration and extent 
the remaining questions a great part 
of the world as b xi asking, Wb-t 
about ths drive of the allMs on the 
west front? ' Like many another ques¬ 
tion, It was vary easy to ask. espec¬ 
ially as u had been looked for to start 
la May, As the Russian rotrnat con¬ 
tinued and dally teemed more danger¬ 
ous, the question became more and 
more penlstenL As the fall of War¬ 
saw became certain many thought the 
blow in the west would be struck to 
save the Polish capital. But, it has 
often been argued that the fall of War¬ 
saw Is not nearly so serious aa many 
people imagine and that the further 
tbe Germans penetrate into Russia ths 
more nearly impossible will be their 
return. It is said that ths German 
army is on its way to Petrogrod and 
that Russian is preparing to transfer 
the capital to Moscow, as France 
transferred her capital to Bordeaux 
for similar reasons. The dflv# toward 
Paris and Calais had the double object 
of capturing those two cities and split¬ 
ting and smashing ths French army— 
especially the latter. It was a mlgnty 
costly failure So, the Qerman drive 
In the east, the most powerful, oust 
extensive, and so far most successful 
launched by Germany and Austria, has 
the two fold object of capturing sever¬ 
al of the most important strategic 
positions at very heavy sacrifice. They 
are pushing onward toward Petrograd 
and using every known tactical move 
to drive a wedge through some point 
of the Russian line. TUhe and again 
they have used every force at their 
command to push through and isolate 
a large section of the Russian forces. 
Never have they succeeded, even in 
the smallest degree. Further and fur¬ 
ther they follow greedily in the trail 
of their wsfry and formidable foe, get¬ 
ting dally mors distant from their 
base and more dangerously involved in 
the eoemy country. 

Now, since ths outbreak of ths war. 
all countries involved have been in¬ 
venting and developing the greatest 
possible engines of destruction for 
their own use. ss well ss all possible 
means of protection against tbe ene¬ 
my. It It rumored In Miany circles 
that England has recently perfected 
and satisfactorily tested an enormous 
cannon far superior to anything of the 
German army—a 17 inch gun with a 
range of twenty-five miles. It is also 
rumored, the allies in ths west have a 
number of these guns with ample am¬ 
munition and that all is prepared for 
tbe long expected western l Ive as 
soon as the proper time arrives. None 
of the warring countries Is anxious for 
s second winter campaign. Many emln 
ent thinkers an, locking for an eOwr- 
mous effort on the western front at al¬ 
most any time now One thing we 
may rest assured of. there is a thor¬ 
ough understanding between the allies. 
They are playing a gigantic game and 
each of the allies is fully posted ss to 
all movaf of the otters. 86. when th . 
German drive against Russia has 
reached s predetermined point we may 
be sure of the move in the west, with 
Germany in a very tight box, her final 
struggles close si hand, and the peace 
of the world not far off.

GERMANS TRY TO CONCEAL DAMN 1 NQ EVIDENCE 


Britiih Foreign Office Replie, to Recent German Statement*, in 
Which the Latter Have Endeavored to Place the Blame 
lor Their Humiliating Position on Other Nation* 


In reply to recent German state¬ 
ments relating to the origin of the 
war, the British foreign office issued 
the following: 

“First—Tbe Germans maintain that 
ths reason which led to the rejection 
of the proposal for a conference was 
the mobilization of Rusal* In Paper 
Number 43 of oar White Book, Sir 
Ooechen < British ambassador at Ber¬ 
lin) reported a conversation with the 
German secretary of state, refusing 
s conference. 

"The secretary of state said that 
the suggested conference would prac¬ 
tically amount to % coart of arbitra¬ 
tion and could not In his opinion be 
called together, except at tbe request 
of Austria and Russia. He maintained 
that such a conference was not proc 
j tlcable. He further said that if Hoi 
sta mobilised against Germany the 1st 
! ter would have to follow suit. Aa 
when be refused a conference he re¬ 
ferred to the possibility of Russian 
mobilisation It cannot now be main¬ 
tained thal the reason (or tbs refusal 
was the fact that Russia was mobilis¬ 
ing 

"As a matter of fact, the proposal 
for a conference was made July 26, 
1914. and was refured by Germany 
July 87, 1914, while it was not until 
July 31 that orders were given for 
a general mobilisation in Russia. On 
that day Germany presented an ulti¬ 
matum to Russia requiring an under 
taking that within 12 hours the Rue 
sian forces should be demobilized. 

“8econd—Doubt Is thrown In Ger¬ 
many on the assurance we gave Bel 


glum in 1918 that we should not laofi 
troopa In that country except In ths 
case of violation of lu territory by 
another power Assurance was not 
only given to tha Belgian minister 
but Sir F Vintern gave Sir Edward 
Greys record of It to the Hetgiaa 
government at the lime The aseur- 
ance appeared in the collected diplo¬ 
matic documents. Why Is it doubted? 
It is because the Germans have not 
allowed the reproduction or the 
document, which is so damning to 
thslr case. 

•Third—Tha final Interview be¬ 
tween Sir Edward Grey and Prince 
Llchnowaky (German ambassador at 
London). Thla Interview, purely pri¬ 
vate, was held at a private bouse and 
no record was mode of it. But 81r 
C- Grey l« certain that he never mode 
the statement quoted by the North 
German Gazette wtth regard to the 
decisive factor In Great Britain's par- 
tidpation in ths war, nor did he 
apeak of mediation in favor of Ger 
many. If need be. a fuller sta ement 
will be made in parliament on the 
subject 

"Fourth—The immediate cause of 
this war eras the dispute betweca 
Austria and Serbia, which then turn¬ 
ed Into a dispute between Austr a 
and Russia. Yet It Is worthy of not# 
that It was Germany who declared 
war against Russia and France. The 
Austrian embassador remained la 
Petrograd after the German ambas¬ 
sador left. Germany decloied war 
on Russia on August 1 and Austria 
on August 6. 1914."

It Has Contributed Largsly to Success 
of Recent Raids Over German 
Positions 

A well known French aviator de¬ 
scribes bow a 60 year old professor of 
science J >.ncd tbe air service ss sub¬ 
lieutenant to try ou* a new liquid elr 
bomb he had invented. A member of 
the Academy of Science and an officer 
of the Legion of Honor, the professor 
offered his bomb free on condition 
that be be allowed to dlreci the first 
military trial, but as the regulations 
forbid anyone, save a member of tht 
army, taking war flights, he prompt y 
volunteered and received a commis¬ 
sion He took the observer's seat in s 
biplane during operations near He- 
buterne and accurately dropped a 
bomb weighing 100 pounds, on a chat¬ 
eau, .the local Germans headquarters 
When the smoke cleared away he saw 
the chateau bad been practically de¬ 
molished. The airman asserts that 
the bomb is tenfold more deal, active 
than the same weight of dynamite. 
The professor is now directing the 
manufacture of these bombs, which 
have contributed largely to the suc¬ 
cess of the recent raids by Frecch air 
men.

Tn ad¬ 
dition, eighty thousand men are b«iL.f 
recruited and trained in Canada If 
occasion demands Canada ran In¬ 
crease still further her assistance. 
Canada does this not simply to help 
the Mother country, but because tha 
Domingan is part of the empire and 
shares its ideals and perils equally. 

"Altogether it Is probable that out 
of this cooperation in the struggle 
for existence of the British empire 
relations between the Cvertcss Do¬ 
minions and the Mother Country will 
become closer than ever What 
methods of organization will need¬ 
ed to bring this about and give It ar¬ 
ticulate form are not worth while dis¬ 
cussing now.

Excellent Results Secured, but Prscau- 
liens Against Weeds ie Required 

Reports from various clues and 
towns in Canadt. as to the cultivation 
of vacant lota indicate that ins cam 
palgn inaugurated last spring for 
greater prooucucn tnd mors extensive 
use of vacant land has bean a sucoeas 
Several cttlas have bandied the vacant 
lot p rob lam in a systematic manner, 
and have secured lesuJta oommenaar 
ate to the amount of energy expended 
Borne, by allowing interest to lag. 
have been only partially successful, 
la others, also, circumstances u 111 tat 
ed against success in that .mom ploy 
ed men took tp the cultivation of vac¬ 
ant lota, and. upon securing employ¬ 
ment, neglected them. On toe whole, 
however, the movement can be "re¬ 
garded aa a distinct success. No estl- 
raate of iht value of the product lx 
available, but. Judging from the en¬ 
thusiasm of some of the vacant lot 
gardeners, the total value Is Urge. 

There Is one danger from tbe vacaut 
lot garden, however, to which atten¬ 
tion must be drawn, namely, tbx 
growth of noxious weeds In the newly 
cultivated laod Too often.^n the re¬ 
moval of the crop, the ground?* given 
over to the weeds. Organisations 
handling the vacant lot work should 
give the matter of weed destrucUos 
early attention; otherwise, the lots ■ 
will not only prove a menace to the 
land In the vicinity by the spread of 
weed seeds, but create antagonism to 
the movement on the part 6f the oc¬ 
cupiers of the neighboring land. 
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Exodus of Chinaman to be Facilitated 
Owing to the number of Chinamen 
In British Columbia who are out of 
employment, and their willingness to 
go home to China for fear of. being 
unable to return here within the statu¬ 
tory twelve months, an order-ln-coun- 
cil has been passed extending the per 
lod of absence allowed to eix months 
after the termlntlon of tbe war.

Superstitions in Serbia 

Many Curious Customs Practlcsd In 
Sorbian Villages 

It Is not surprising to iMrn that the 
plucky Serbian soiaiera carry on to 
the bsUiefleiti all manner of curious 
mascots, for oar smallest Allies are a 
very superstitious race. In tbe Ser¬ 
bian villages the Inhabitants practice 
many curious customs by mesnB of 
which they ormly believe that they 
can ward off evil and bring for them¬ 
selves good fortune. At certain sea¬ 
sons ot the year Serbian farm era 
make small crosses with special trees 
and throw tbum on the vineyards and 
fields os a protection against hail¬ 
storms. This custom Is gsnerally ob¬ 
served on April 24, 8t. George's Day, 
when Serbian ladles also evoke the 
aid of charma as s means of Improv¬ 
ing their looks. The girl who wish's 
s white face places s bouquet of flow- 
era under s white rose tree and allows 
It to remain there for a night; where¬ 
as those who prefer roey cheeks place 
blooms under a red rose tree and In 
the morning the flowers thus "charm¬ 
ed" are thrown Into their baths. 

Serbian women who wish to have re¬ 
vealed to then) their destined hus¬ 
bands have a curious supper table 
custom. They put Mid# the first 
and last crumbs of bread, bind thesx 
together with a piece of wood, and toy 
the whole under their pillows. Tbe 
future husband Is then said to appea 
In their mldn.ght dreams, and as ha 
may be acroM the in ike piece of 
wood Is included In tne charm to serve 
him for s boat. 

In some Serbian diatrlcta every mas¬ 
ter of household drives s lamb to 
church one day each ywr. A wax tap¬ 
er Is lighted aud fastened t ths head 
of the animal, and It la taktm to the 
church door Tbe priest then recitos 
a prayer ova. the lamb. In whlcb he 
asks that the buslnesq of the owner 
may prosper. At the conclusion of the 
! ceremony tbe anlmul Is killed. Its flesh 
I being roasted and eaten bjr the own¬ 
er’s family, whilst the skim Is pre¬ 
sented to the priest 9 

Ths Serbians sra very superstitious 
over ..plmais. and they have a practice 
of forecasting the futuru by means of 
the shoulder bone of a roasted sheep 
or pig. The flat part of the bone Is 
said to predict peace or war; If clear, 
and white, peace. If rather dark, war 
Near the upper part of the bone are 
some small holes which, according to 
their site and position, are termed 
’cradles” or "coffins," and foreshadow 
Jot or sorrow. 

On the eve of St. Barbara's Day In 
Serbia It Is a custom to boll r small 
portion of every species of grain in a 
iM>t over s rood lira. In the morn¬ 
ing the surface of the grala Is rrltl 
cally examined, and should It be un¬ 
even It Is thought a good omen. The 
grain Is then thrown In t poonfnla Into 
a neighboring stream, and If threo 
wishes sra asked for they are always 
Mid to be granted—Tlt-Blts.

It was hoped some time ago that 
one shilling a day would be paid Can¬ 
adian prisoners of war In Germany, 
but as the army council have decided 
to allow only ohe shilling a week to 
British prisoners of war Irrespective 
of rank, and as It Is absolutely neces¬ 
sary to treat British and Canadian 
prisoners alike, the Canadian govern¬ 
ment have ask* the war office to ar¬ 
range for prisoners to get this amount 
also. Prisoners when required to 
work are paid 11 cents a day by the 
German governmenL *

Bulgaria’* Aid 

Could Put Over 100,000 Soldiers In ths 
Field 

In refusing to allow Germany and 
Austria U> send munitions of war 
through Roumanla to Turkey the Rou¬ 
manian government gave strong proof 
of Us friendly attitude towards Graat 
Britain and _i#r allies. This has now 
been followed by similar action on the 
part of Bulgaria], King Ferdinand hav¬ 
ing aasentad to a ministerial decree a 
few days ego forbidding ths passage 
of war supplies to lurkey through hls 
country. Viewed In the light of Pratt¬ 
ler Asquith s outspoken remarks In 
the house ot commons to the effect 
Great Britain was preparing to give 
financial assistance to one or more 
neutral countries which were likely to 
be drawn still closer to the allies, this 
step by tbe two Balkan aiaiee la high¬ 
ly significant. 

Military observers agree that no 
harder blow has been struck at Tur¬ 
key than this cutting off of her sup¬ 
plies, and the prediction*!# mad# that 
Austria will attempt to force a pass¬ 
age to the Turkish border Such an 
effort would result in disaster to the 
enemy, for ths slightest offense (n this 
direction would bring a declaration of 
war from both Bulgaria and Kou- 
manla. It will not be surprising If 
these nations lose UUle time In enter¬ 
ing the co iffict anyway, for U must 
be plain to them now that their only 
hope of gain Is In actively opposing 
the Teutons ^nd their ally. There la 
every Indication tba’ the newly elect¬ 
ed parliament-of Grcecx looks at It Iff 
that way, so far as Greece Is concern¬ 
ed. and Its attitude Undoubtedly is 
Laving a tremendous Influence with 
Roumanla and Bulgaria. The latter, 
military observers believe, will throw 
* Its lot with the allies In spits of cor- 
tain railway concessions that Turkey 
Is reported to bavo made to ths Bul¬ 
garian governmenL 

If Bulgaria should enter the war on 
the side of the aliita It would be In a 
position to put between 300.000 and 
400,000 first class soldiers In the field. 
While the population is only 4,400.000, 
shout 2,600,00 less than that of Rou 
mania, a very large proportion of the 
male population la trained to fight an 
the women ore ready to take the 
places of the met.

It will 
not cars all the Ills to which man¬ 
kind Is heir, but It la making quit* 
a record as a remedy for a number 
of trying conditions. It SMurediy 
will greatly improve impoverished 
soils. It will lessen the evil of 
spending farm earned money for 
nitrogenous feeds. It will cure th* 
trouble that comes from feeding un¬ 
balanced rations. It will cure th* 
mental habit of believing that only 
one crop a year may be taken from, 
the ground. It will cure tbe expe i- 
diture of thouMod* of dollars for 
nitrogen. Recently It was averred 
that the tincture of airalfa would 
cure tbe blues. Whether- that la 
true or not, most cases of blues 
come from m flat pocket book, 
or at least th* cerulean hue is much 
mitigated by the rosy glow of a cash 
bank balance, such aa results from 3 U> 
5 tons of hay to the acre And now 
comes cumulative evidence that alfalfa 
will cure the Canada thistle curse. 
No little space is annually given in. 
farm papers to alleged remedies for 
this widely distributed weed trouble 
but no one haa yet been devlred 
which Is more effective and more 
profitable than an alfalfa field seed* 
ed over the thistle patch. We know 
It la a sure curt. It la sometimes 
Impossible to get the men after 
thistles wRh scytne or mower, but 
the meadow must be mowed, and 
continuous cutting, together with 
the emother’ng of the thickly- 
annoying plants, will finish that 
annoying field pest—Breeders’ Ga¬

Attitude of Huntert Towards Proposal 
—Game Guardians Favorable 
Total prohibition of the sate of 
game la a measure which, however 
urgently required, haa hitherto not 
received. In Caaada. the organised 
and energetic advocacy ueceaaary 
to ensure lu early adoption and 
widespread, sympathetic support. 
Nevertheless, tha cause is steadily 
gaining recognition among off.clala 
directly connected with the work of 
protecting wild life. The followiug 
extract from the latest report of the 
chief game guardian of Saskatche¬ 
wan la Important, aa Indicating the 
favor with which hunters as well as 
game guardians view the proposal to 
prohibit abeolutely tha sale of game: 

"The aglUtlon for an amendment to 
the Game Act. prohibiting the tale of 
game, la gaining strength. Laat year 
we put the'question to our game 
guardians, and they were almost unan¬ 
imous In prohibiting the sale of all 
kinds of game. Thla year we thought 
It would be advisable to get the opin¬ 
ions of big gemo hunters regarding 
thla matter, as It was from thla quar¬ 
ter that we expected to receive moat 
opposition to this proposed amend¬ 
ment. Out of 163 replies received, 88 
favor prohibiting the tale of game al¬ 
together, 48 favor the tale of game 
and 9 tutor the sale of game under 
certain conditions-*’

those who, as a class, stand to gain

f wild life auggeau that more wholj 
hearted efforts only are required to 
overcome all obstacles to the removal

Generous Feeding 


Dairyman Should Feed Their Cows All 
They Will Eat 

There are certain fixed charges, 
often celled overhead charges, that 
are comparatively uniform In milk 
production. For Instance, the coot of 
stabling, the apace required per cow, 
taxes, Insurance, delivery of milk, 
etc., will be very uniform. Tbe one 
factor that wU] fluctuate will be tbe 
feed given. If the amount of feed 
consumed by the cuw will give the 
reeults Indicated, then It certainly Is 
to the Interest of our dairymen to 
feed their cowa all they will eat and 
ye* keep up the fl» w of milk Thorn 
are dairies where th'e cowa ore 
being fed to thla economic polo* 
Home of the dairies have enormous 
overhead charges, yet In spite of thla 
they were able to produce milk for 
fifteen cents per gallon. The secret 
lay In the extraordinary yields per 
cow. One dairyman has rather low 
overhead chargee. He also feeds his 
cowa the least amount possible Hla 
milk flow per cow la very low, dui 
primarily to hla skimp method of 
feeding, and as a result It la costing 
him over forty cents pe:- gallon to 
produce hla milk. 

If the milk flow la Inoreased, tic 
coat of production la lowered very 
rapidly. Some Investigations have 
been carried out alqng thla Mna \ 
which cost of production records wero 
kept. It waa found l~ one particular 
Instance that the coat of produc.ng a 
gallon of milk wit' the 2,000 pound 
oow was about twenty-five cents per 
gallon, with the 8,000 pound cow It 
was twelve end one-half cents, and 
with tho 9.000-pound cow It was only 
a trifle over six cents. Thla great • »-

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Cost of Stopping Trains 

In the compalgn which the Ohio 
railroads made for higher paaaenger 
rate# In that atate all kinds of ata- 
tlatlca were filed with the legislation 
committee. 

Probably toe statistics dealing with 
train slops, filed by President Wil¬ 
lard, of the Baltimore and Ohio, were 
among the most Interesting. Thlo 
memorandum asserted that It coats 
from $1.38 to $1 86 to atop a passeng¬ 
er train at a station on me Ohio 
roads, or at an average of about $1 80 
a stop. 

In other wordr, says the Wall 
8treet Journal, with a train making 
17 stops there would be a coat to the 
railroad of $27.80 for the storting and 
stopping alone. Among the Items en 
taring Into tbe cost of flopping a 
train, the most important Is coal, rs 
when a train Is etoppeu the air brakei 
are applied and the coal la used to 
generate tha steam which compresses 
the air. 

There is s great wear and tear on 
equipment because of these stoppages, 
and the cor wheels, tne brake shoes 
and the rail* are-worn away because 
of friction. In starting after a stop 
there la a great expenditure of steam 
In getting under headway, and there 
Is more wear and tear on equipment

He retired fpm the English navy 
In 1883, and during tbs American 
war he became a blockade runner 
With hair breadth escapes innumer¬ 
able. After the war be entered the 
Turkish service, suppressed the Cre¬ 
tan rebellion by Intercepting the sup¬ 
plies from Greece and then reorganis¬ 
ed the Turkish fleet so well that the 
Sultan appointed him marshal of the 
empire. 

Hobart Pasha glso enjoyed the 
unique distinction of being twice 
struck off the British navy list for 
breach of the foreign enlistment set 
and twice reinstated there. And he 
died In 1888 with the rank of a Brit¬ 
ish vice-admiral.
